Kealhofer of the Chamber of Com-
merce, F, H, McMaster, insurance
commissioner; Bruce Ravenel, repre-
sentative of the Rotary Club; A. M.
Schoen, chief engineer of Southeast-
ern Underwriters’ Asoclation; 8. Y.
Tupper, manager of the Queen’s In-
surance Compauny and chairman of
the Southeastern committee; Milton '
Dargan, manager of the Royal Co.,
and member of the same committee;
R. T. Caldwell, manager of the in-
apection bureau, and Edward Cay,
president of the South Carolina Fire
Prevention Association, . steps were
discussed to decrease flre losses at
food, cotton and raw material depots,
in goods during the war period, The
discusslon tpok in as well the better
protection of manufacturing plants
pertinent to the prosecution of the
war.

It was recognized that a large num-
ber of fires In ordinary times are to
a greater or less extent preventable,
and it was felt that by stressing the
needs of the country in this time of
peril, the patriotism of the people |
could be appealed to, to use mm'ei
than usual precautlons to see that |
every possible value should be kept |
intact for the country's service, |

“While we are not sulfering fm'l
want of food at this time, still wh.hl
the allies to be fed as well as mu'-l
selves, It is necessary to begin the
worlk of conservation while we have
the products to conserve,” siad a mem- .
ber of the conference. "This applies |
equally to the cotton and other prod-
ucts and materials as well as the fae-
tories thal serve Lo turn out clothing
and other articles for which there is
a need, not only for the army, but by
the civilian population.”

They went down to the mill race
shortly after they arrived at tho
house, to go in bathing, and had been
in bathing for an hour or more when
they Inadvertently ctrayed into water
over thelr depth. Miss Barnes was
seen rushing to their rescue and all
three of the girls were swept off thelr
feet into the swiftly rushing water of
the mill race. Messrs. McCown and
Muldrow were sitting on the bank op-

| posite the spot where the girls wera

bathing and across the stream from
them, and as soon as they saw that

i the girls were in trouble they ran to
. their rescue, bul did not reach the

scene In time to save thelr lives.

Dies in Swimming Pool.

Sumter.—James Whilden, a young
man of 18 wyears, lost his life in the

Several others were in the pool at
the time and Whilden, who is describ-
ed as a pgood swimmer, was swim-
ming under water. Presently the oth-
ers noticed that he had stopped swim-
ming and was floating under the wa-
ter and had been under longer than
usual, They Immediately pulled him
out and first aid measures were tried.
